On the basis of data from the 
Tux Foundation and from other 
sources, local families have more 
an made up for that deteriora.

The great majority of them 
have incomes today that provide 
them with oa higher standard of 
being then they enjoyed back in 
1880. 

According to the Tax Founda. 
tron’s findings, a family that 
had an income of $4,000 In 1056 
ruust have $4,750 today, M8 per. 
cont more, just to break even 

The $7,500 family must now 
be setting $8,825 and the $10,090 
family, SIL764, to live on the 
same seale as before 

In Oxford County. the average 
family has done better than that 
according to the Standard rate 
and Data Service Fram an in- 
come of $4,006, tn 1056, it ade 
vanced to $7,052 by last year, nn 
increase of 440 percent

“Maine currentiy has 21 res 
eat units and some new ones are 
being organized,” Pactaw said, 
“but many more are needed {o 
satisfactorily cover the state, 

Consultation service and as- 
Sistance in organizing is offered 
ta. communities without charge 
by the Accident Prevention Pro- 
gram, 

Among the kinds of groups 
which offen initiate rescue units 
are volunteer fire departments, 
service organizations, and other 
civil leaders. 

A rescue unit should Include 
a vehicle, cither ambulance or: 
Hght panel truck, capable of car~ 
rylng two stretcher patients. Per- 
sonnel usvally includes fifteen to 
twenty well-trained volunteers. 
Kinds of service for which res- 
cue units are called Include mo- 
tor aceldents, heart or stroke at- 
treks, falls, home accidents, In- 
dusirlal or woods accidents, 

Rescue units often start with 
second hand ambulances In good 
condition, a° reauseltator, cot, 
stretcher and blankets, splints 
and bandages. Financing of res- 
cum units ig done elther by o 
voluntary solicitation, fee for 
services or local appropriations.
